Reagan shrugs off hecklers during inauguration

“ They're like mosquitos and tlies. 
They’re part of the world and you 
have to put up with them, I guess 
Gov. Ronald Reagan shrugged oil 
his 
obscenity-shouting 
inaugural 
hecklers with that brief statement, 
but political friends and foes alike 
today denounced the demonstrators 
in much stronger terms. 
“ The chief executive of the state 
deserves better than that, said new 
Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti. D- 
D-Van Nuys. “ I ’m very disappointed 


they saw tit to try to disrupt the 
ceremony 
" I thought it was disgraceful, 
said new Senate President Pro Tern 
James R. Mills. D-San Diego, who 
added he often disagrees with the 
Republican 
governor 
but 
to 
respond in that tashion is in terrible 
taste ." 
The youthful protesters numbered 
about 100 and represented only a 
fraction of the estimated 1.500 who 
huddled in sub-40 degree weather to 
witness 
Reagan's 
inaugural 
in 


Capitol Park. But they disrupted 
virtu ally 
every 
proceeding, 
including a prayer by Reagan's 
paster, former UCLA All-American 
Don Moomaw 
Some demonstrators broke the 
chill 
winter 
air 
with 
obscene 
phrases, such as “ F. 
You Reagan 
or 
Bull ....” They also chanted 
“ Free 
Angela — 
referring 
to 
Angela Davis, accused ot murder in 
the Marin County shootout 
Many waved Viet Cong tlags and 
one youth was arrested when an 


elderly man tried to take his away 
The youths chanted 
“ Seig Heil 
as National Guard cannons fired a 
smokv 19-gun salute down Capitol 
Mall ' 
Another demonstrator lobbed an 
orange 
over 
the 
crowd 
during 
Reagan's swearing-in and the fruit 
landed on the inaugural platform 
between 
controller 
Houston 
1 
Flournoy and Mrs. Jean Reinecke. 
wite of the lieutenant governor. 
“ I didn't know what it was. 
said 
Mrs. Reinecke. who leaped out of 


the way just as Reagan was being 
administered the oath by ( hiet 
Justice Donald R 
Wright ot the 
State Supreme Court. 
“ These were pretty second rate 
hecklers, 
commented new GOP 
Attorney 
General 
Evelle 
J. 
Younger “ It you re going to throw 
an orange at someone, you ought to 
have foresight to get a 
rotten 
orange. That was a fresh orange. 
Younger said he was “ disgusted to 
see bad manners demonstrated at 
such an auspicious and important 


occasion. 
“ On the other hand.' he added, 
“ I'm proud of our public officers 
and system because it permits bad 
manners. It doesn't try to hustle 
them 
ott 
just 
because 
they’re 
obscene. 
Armed 
National 
Guardsmen, 
state police and local officers kept 
the demonstrators in check, but did 
not stop their heckling. 


The youths protested the war and 
Reagan s welfare cuts 
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Congress sneaks in 
tax reform change

In its 
closing moments, the 91st Congress, 
in a little-noticed action, chipped 
away at the cornerstone of the tax 
reform law which was designed to 
make sure everyone with a large 
annual income paid at least some 
tax. 
As a result, a person can earn up 
to $210.000 in one year and pay no 
taxes—provided he has no income 
tor the six surrounding years. 
Whatever 
he 
thought 
ot 
the 
reopened loophole. President Nixon 
gave it his approval. It was a little- 
noticed 
amendment 
to 
a 
bill 
extending 
excise 
taxes 
on 
automobiles and telephone calls. 


On Dec 31, Congress relaxed the 
minimum tax provision ot a 19G9 law 
which 
took ettect in 
1970. The 
change 
could 
allow 
some 
high 
income people to escape taxation in 
some years The Treasury said the 
revision could cost $100 million a 
year in lost revenue 


Under the original minimum tax 
plan, taxpayers were required to 
pay a 10 per cent tax on what would 
otherwise be tax-free income above 
$30.000 —it that income was more 
than what they paid in taxes on their 
taxable income New revenue from 
that provision was to be $035 million 
annually 


The 
new 
relaxation, 
however, 
would let taxpayers carry forward 
tor seven years the amount ot taxes 
which exceed tax-free income. 


The tax reform law was enacted in 
part through revelation that 
154 
people with gross incomes of more 
than $200.000 paid no tax in 1900 
because of various loopholes and 
tax-free income, such as the untaxed 
50 per cent ot long-term capital 
gains. 


Under the old minimum tax plan, 
a taxpayer with $100,000 in tax-free 
income above $30.000 and no income 
tax liability would have to pay a 10 
per cent tax —or $10.IKK) This would 
be regardless ot whether he paid 
taxes the previous year. 


Here's how the taxpayer could 
escape the minimum tax under the 
new 
plan, 
in an oversimplified 
version: 
If in 1971 his tax-free income 
above $30.000 was $100.000 and it he 
paid $280.000 in taxes on other 
income he could carry over—get 
future credit tor— $100.000 
In 1972. if his tax-free income was 
$100.000 and he had no tax liability 
he could take the $100.000 carryover 
from 1971 and offset it against the 
$100.(KM) in tax-free income — and 
pay neither income tax. nor the 
minimum tax. that year. 


The change could benefit those 
individuals and corporations which 
can 
spread 
out 
their 
tax-tree 
income, also called tax preferences, 
such as capital gains, and large 
interest payments. 


Sen 
Jack Miller. R-lowa. was 
behind the change. As he originally 
proposed it. taxpayers could get tax 
credits against tax-tree incomes 
live years into the future and three 
years into the past. 


Because ot Treasury opposition, 
this wras modified by the House to a 
seven-year 
carry 
forward 
plan, 
adopted by the Senate and sent to 
President Nixon. 


All this happened with virtually no 
debate and no committee hearings 
in either House or Senate. The 
change was tacked onto a measure 
continuing ttie 10 per cent telephone 
and 7 per cent excise tax for two 
more years 


Miller 
told 
a 
newsman 
the 
provision would alleviate hardship 
tor businesses and people whose 
taxes fluctuate from one year to the 
next. 


Rep Wilbur D. Mills. D-Ark . the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
chairman, said it would benefit 
people with oneshot amounts ot tax- 
tree or partially tax-tree income, 
such as a person selling a farm or 
business with large* capital gains in 
a single year.

and inaction — "especially in the 
Senate. 
Nixon was particularly critical ot 
the Senate's failure to approve his 
welfare reform plan. He had cited

television interview as one of the 
main disappointments ot his first 
two years in oft ice. 
The President had not been asked 
specifically during the interview to 
assess the accomplishments ot the 
Democrat-controlled 
House 
and 
Senate but just before leaving for a 
California trip, he issued a strongly 
worded statement through the White 
House press of fice. 
A spokesman also volunteered 
that Nixon had no plans for further 
Cabinet changes. Press Secretary 
Ronald L Ziegler indicated Nixon 
had anticipated such a question 
Monday but it was not asked 
In his statement, Nixon said. “ In 
the tinal months and weeks of 1970. 
especially in the Senate of the 
United 
States, 
the 
nation 
was 
presented with the spectacle ol a 
legislative body that had seemingly 
lost the capacity to decide and the 
will to act ' 
“ The 
91st 
Congress 
had 
the 
opportunity to write one of the most 
productive and memorable chapters 
in 
the 
history 
ot

government. That opportunity was 
lost. The nation was the loser. 
Nixon stressed three proposals 
which died in the 91st One was the 
welfare 
proposal—“ the 
family 
assistance plan 
that passed the 
House but tailed to get through the

—The

them in the past drifting 
away,

N E A )—M uham m ad Ali has moved rap- 
idly from the dark side of American opinion into the bright. 
His victory after a 3l/2-year ring layoff is one thing, loi 
we are m uch taken by determ ination and success. But pei- 
haps m ore im portant, Ali becomes better understood as 
A m ericans come to understand them selves better. 
He defied the Army before it was a popular cause among 
m any young A mericans. He said he was a conscientious 
objector on religious grounds before the Supreme Court 
ruled that our C.O. laws must be broader. He spoke ot his 
being “ beautiful” before “ Black Is Beautiful 
m eant more 
than physical prettiness. 
The judgm ent of Ali was clouded by his other actions: 
His joining the rumor-shrouded Black Muslims; his almost 
m aniacal behavior at tim es (“ I am king of the world, I'm a 
bad one. I am the king. Ain’t nobody goin' to stop me. I’m 
still p re tty ,” he ranted in the ring after winning the world’s 
heavyweight championship from Sonny Liston); his flunk­ 
ing the A rm y’s m ental abilities test; his voluble “ Louisville 
Lip” ; even his suing the prom oter of a com puter fight 
which had him losing the all-time title to Rocky Marciano. 


An interesting explanation for Ali’s unpopularity is m ade 
in the forthcoming movie of his life, “a.k.a. Cassius Clay.” 
Cassius Clay, it contends, evoked the w rath of whites be­ 


cause he stopped being “ the next best thing to a white 
m an.” 
The w rath was felt before he joined the Muslims in 1964 
and before he refused m ilitary induction (1967). The boast­ 
ing began the hate: "A nger and fear multiplied by disap­ 
pointment and resen tm ent” that he was coming to love 
himself with such immodesty. 
When he joined the Muslims and refused to go into the 
Army, he no longer was the Olympic gold m edal hero, the 
“ handsome, ideal A m erican kid—money-hungry, on the 
m ake, untroubled by ideas.” 
Times change. Ali becomes m ore acceptable. Blacks be­ 
come m ore acceptable. The Vietnam w ar becomes less ac­ 
ceptable. Muslims are not as fearsom e to whites today as 
the Black Panthers. Mrs. M artin Luther King, Whitney 
Young, Henry Aaron, Bill Cosby and Sidney Poitier are at 
ringside for the Q uarry fight and show their support for 
Ali, for his prowess as an athlete and his “ dignity” as a 
black man. 
He becomes m ore acceptable because his successful 
com eback artistically is respected. For a faint analogy, 
Richard Nixon’s com eback from a California gubernatorial 
defeat was also respected. 
Even his boasting is finally respected because, like Joe 
N am ath in the Super Bowl, he backed up what he said. 
(When Henry Cooper knocked him down in a London fight. 
Ali recalled; “ It was rath er em barrassing. I was supposed 
to be the greatest and there 1 was on my back. I had to get 
up and put him aw ay.” He did, in the next round.) 
Finally, and ironically, it is his shift toward the middle 
that m ay be the biggest factor in the changing public opin­ 
ion. The “ new, subdued” Ali retains his pride and convic­ 
tions and charm without childish lim ericks and b ra g g a ­ 
docio. 
He is now a 28-year-old m an with a wife and three daug h­ 
ters; he has suffered in a limbo for 3G years with a jail 
sentence im m inent and still threatening. He has changed 
with age. And so have we.

Rheumatic Heart No Bar 


To Normal Lifespan 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Is it pos­ 
sible for a rheumatic heart 
patient to have a lifespan of 
a normal person? My hus­ 
band is in his early 20s and 
takes penicillin daily. He is 
frequently overworking him­ 
self, which causes him to 
ache all over—legs, arms, 
chest, and back. 
Do you think that his heart 
is damaged more each time 
he o v e r w o r k s ? He won’t 
slow down,. Is aspirin dam­ 
aging to his heart? He takes 
aspirin for headaches fre­ 
q u e n t l y . Could his head­ 
aches be caused from his 
heart disease? 
Dear Reader—Yes, there 
are people with rheumatic 
heart disease who live a nor­ 
mal lifespan. We sometimes 
jokingly say that the way to 
live a long life is to get a 
chronic d i s e a s e and take 
care of it. 
The person who changes 
his living habits, like giving 
up cigarettes, because of a 
medical problem often lives 
longer with his disease than 
he would have with his bad 
habits and no apparent dis­ 
ease. I have had many men 
in t h e i r early 30s, who 
changed their daily way of 
living after a heart attack, 
tell me they felt so much 


better that they were glad 
they had developed a prob­ 
lem. 
How much difficulty a per­ 
son with rheumatic heart 
disease will have depends 
upon how much d a m a g e 
there is to the heart. If the 
disease is slight and there is 
no 
recurrence then 
there 
should be few problems. 
It is important that your 
husband continue the daily 
penicillin. This protects him 
from a new attack of rheu­ 
matic fever and at his age he 
is still a prime candidate for 
more trouble unless he is 
well-protected. If he has an 
operation or dental work, in­ 
cluding cleaning the teeth, 
the 
amount 
of 
penicillin 
should temporarily be in­ 
creased. Patients with rheu­ 
matic heart disease who fol­ 
low a preventive program 
have far less heart damage 
than those who fail to do so. 
As long as a person does 
not have active rheumatic 
fever, work won’t hurt him 
unless there is serious dam­ 
age to the heart valves. Most 
damaged heart valves cause 
the heart to be less efficient 
as a pump. In this way any 
physical 
work causes the 
heart to work harder than 
it normally would. 


Remember, 
working the 
heart is normally good for it. 
The fact your husband can 
work hard enough to cause 
muscle aches suggests to me 
that his heart muscle is in 
better shape than his other 
muscles. One can be overly 
cautious a n d well-meaning 
wives 
and 
mothers 
over- 
protective. This, too, can be 
a problem in enabling a per­ 
son to lead a normal active 
life. 
Aspirin is often used in the 
treatment 
of 
acute 
rheu­ 
matic fever and is very use­ 
ful for that purpose. I see 
no reason why a reasonable 
amount taken for headaches 
should cause any difficulty. 
Neither headaches nor gen­ 
eralized muscle aches occur 
because of rheumatic heart 
disease unless active rheu­ 
matic fever is present.

That process continues, but already we seem to have 
gone beyond it into an age of microhationalism, ot the 
fragmentation ot existing nations into even smaller 
units. 
Place a finger at random on a map ot the world The 
chances are good that the country touched, whether it is 
an old, established one or a newly created one, contains 
some kind of minority group struggling either for 
independence or autonomy or "a piece ot the action 
These groups exist in the tiniest ot nations as well as 
the largest. They range from the racial, as in the United 
States (and elsewhere >, to the linguistic and ethnic, as in 
Canada (and elsewhere I, to the tribal, as in Nigeria «and 
elsewhere», to the religious, as in the Soviet Union (and 
elsewhere i. 
The internal struggle runs the gamut from terrorism, 
as in the actions of Quebec extremists in Canada; to 
periodic riots, as between French-speaking and Flemish- 
speaking Belgians or Catholics and Protestants in 
Ireland; to official repression, as practiced by Spain 
against the Basques or Russian against the Jews; to 
attempts by minorities to build power bases within the 
system 
An example ol the latter is the formation ot a political 
movement 
by 
Eskimos 
in 
Canada s 
Yukon 
and 
Northwest Territories. The “ Committee for Original 
Peoples’ Entitlement' demands a bigger share ot the 
Arctic's mineral wealth for the region's inhabitants 
Speaking ot original peoples. Australia s aborigines 
are reportedly adopting an increasingly militant posture 
toward the government 
Taking a cue from America's 
Black Panthers, aboriginal leaders use words like 
“ honky" and "the man " in airing grievances against the 
white establishment. 
Examples could be piled up tor many weary pages.

Courthouse Report by Dick Praul 
Solid pension 


Santa Barbara County employees 
admit they have a solid pension 
program. 
It was one ot the major fringe 
benefits approved by the Board ot 
Supervisors some years ago in an 
effort to stem the tide ot county 
employment turnovers. 
Because 
the 
pension 
tund 
is 
programmed to return benefits as 
high as possible, county employees 
take home pay isn’t the greatest. 
But 
the 
county 
is 
matching 
employees' 
pension 
takeout 
pay 
dollar for dollar, and that amounts 
to 100 per cent return on your money 
which is difficult to approach in any 
investment program today 
However, inflation has eroded the 
county's pension payments to those 
who have retired to the point where 
many ot them simply can t live 
decently any more. And those about 
to retire — unless they are in the 
high pay echelons — are worried 
that their pensions along w ith Social 
Security and other help won't be 
sufficient for them, either. 
This is why the County Employees 
Assn has decided to give support to 
new state legislation which allows 
counties to provide a better base tor 
pension 
p a y me n t s . 
The 
new 
legislation now in effect would allow 
county 
supervisors 
to 
approve 
pension allowances upon employee 
earnings during the single highest 
earning year rather than upon an 
average ot the three highest earning 
years as is presently the case. 
This could 
be a controversial 
m atter 
when 
it 
reaches 
the 
supervisors 
level. 
The 
county 
administrative office is said to be 
taking a critical view of liberalizing 
the county's pension plan at this 
time. 
Admittedly, facts are needed as to 
how much to a drain it would put on 
the existing funds now and in the 
future. And there would be extra 
costs to be borne by government. 
Also, 
some 
are 
saying, 
there 
should be an up-to-date survey ot 
county pension recipients as to how 
many 
are 
actually 
living 
under 
hardship conditions because of slim 
existing pensions and prospects that 
their pension allotments will get 
even slimmer as inflation creeps on. 


A number ot county department 
heads have shown an interest in the 
new legislation, and indicate they 
feel it should be utilized. County 
Health Officer Joseph T Nardo, for 
instance, 
has 
told 
the 
County 
Em ployees' 
R etirem en t 
Assn. 
directors that “ considering inflaton, 
the amount ot this benefit is quite 
small." He said some of his Health 
Department employees have asked 
him 
to 
seek 
endorsement 
and 
support ot the Department Heads 
Assn 
in the action taken by the 
County Employees Assn 
At this point, the retirement board 
has referred the m atter to the 
actuarial firm ot Coates, Herfuth 
and 
Engl a nd, 
ot 
P a s a d e n a . 
Assistant 
County 
Clerk 
Howard 
Menzel, a director ot the County 
Employees Assn. as well as a new 
director of the retirement board, 
brought 
the 
m atter 
before 
the 
retirement directors.
